Here are a few comments from 
their mo nthly reports of condi­ 
tio ns in Misso uri. 
Do v es: Rains 
during 
August 
fo rced most native birds south­ 
wa rd to o early for much good 
hunting . The bulk o f Missouri’s 
hunting will have to depend on 
no rthern 
birds, 
and 
prospects 
a ren’t to o bright for a bang-up 
sea so n. 
Waterfowl: Reports from 
the 
breeding grounds indicate a larg­ 
er waterfowl population for the 
co ming season; however, the de­ 
g ree o f success is more dependent 
upo n local food supplies, water 
co nditio ns and weather, than it is 
o n the total number of ducks 
which 
move through the state. 
The ea rlier and longer season for 
Misso uri should give Missourians 
a better chance than in previous 


y ears. 
Quail: The quail outlook is still 
in a questionable stage due to r e ­ 
nesting 
brought 
abo ut 
by 
wet 
weather. Plenty of rain should 
produce abundant cover. H unting 
success can be sharply curtailed 
if mild weather and late frosts 
permit the heavy cover to rem ain 
standing 
after 
season 
opening. 
Probably a large part of the quail 
crop this y ear will be immature. 
Squirrels: A generally p"or sea­ 
son has borne out the contention j 
that last y ear’s poor mast crop j 
meant a poor hunting season this 
y ear. Nut crop: this y ear look e n­

There’s a golden haze across the 
hills, 
these 
October 
afternoons, 
and a lazy wind out of the south 
which is as hard to resist as the 
softness 
of 
an 
April 
morning. 
Makes a fellow wish he was a boy 
again and going to country school, 
so’s he could play hookov for just 
one day to go hazelnut picking, 
even though he knew a trip to the 
woodshed was waiting when he 
got home. And the wish being 
father to the action, we did play 
hookey one day last week to go 
hazelnutting, and came home with 
a sackful. 
Business called us down to Van 
Buren in Carter county and we 
decided to combine this with an 
expedition we’d long been promis­ 
ing to make with our friend Ben 
Davis to see his beautiful spring, 
away down in Copper Mine Hoi- 
low. 
We 
got away early, 
after 
Perry and I had checked the calves 
and found all well, and headed 
down Highway 21 with our usual 
load of picnic gear. Every mile 
along the road confirmed our pre­ 
diction that this will be as spec­ 
tacular an autumn as the Ozark 
have ever known. 
Each morning — one might a l­ 
most say each hour — finds the 
color more brilliant and varied. It 
starts first in the valleys and along 
the little streams, with the deep 
red of dogwood blending with the 
yellow ar.d r.rarlct of sassafras, 
sumac and sycamore. The tops of 
the sugar maples are starting to 
turn crimson and gold, while up 
on the hillsides yellow hickories 
flame like candles and the black 
gum is ablaze. 
Our route lay down 
through 
Ironton and Lesterville, across the 
three forks of the Black river, and 
on through Centerville and Elling­ 
ton. A two-hour run found us in 
Van Buren where Ben was waiting 
at his Rose Cliff Hotel with Ed 
Glaser and Roy Dekler, foresters 
for the Conservation Commission. 
As soon as we’d exchanged greet­ 
ings. we headed north and east, 
again, 
up 
Highway 
60, 
turned 
south on the Doniphan road as 
far as the little town of Hunter, 
and then struck out across country. 
For a mile or two we followed the 
old railroad right - of - wray, then 
parked 
our 
car 
and 
climbed 
aboard the forester’s jeep for the 
remainder of the journey. 
Sometimes our trail followed the 
high embankment of the railway, 
from which the rails and crossties 
were long ago removed. Som e­ 
times it dropped off to follow the 
gravelly 
bed 
of 
Copper 
Mine 
spring branch. And after perhaps 
three miles which seemed like a 
dozen, we arrived at our destina­ 
tion. 
Here, under Copper Mine 
Mountain, a erystal-elear spring 
came bubbling out from among 
huge, tumbled limestone boulders 
to go singing down to Current 
river, a little more than a mile 
away. It was noon by this time, 
so the boys made a fire and Ginnie 
unpacked her picnic baskets. 
After lunch the foresters went 
off on a surveying trip, for Ben 
has put his acreage under state 
supervision as forest crop land. 
And after we’d relaxed a while 
in the shade, Ginnie and Ben and 
I hiked down the hollow, carrying 
along a couple of sacks in hopes 
of finding hazelnuts. Nor did we 
look in vain, for the spring branch 
and the old railway embankment 
were lined with bushes, bent with 


the heaviness of their clusters of 
nuts. 
Ben is especially interested in 
the 
black 
walnuts 
which 
grow 
along his valley and hopes, as time 
goes by, to improve the quality of 
these by planting better varieties 
and perhaps by grafting scions of 
improved wood to the wild stock. 
We found other interesting wild 
fruits as we went along: vines 
loaded with big clusters of un- 1 
usually 
luscious 
grapes, 
and 
a I 
grove of young persimmon trees j 
with odd, elongated, acorn-shaped j 
persimmons that were sweet as 
sugar. 
Ginnie had a special errand of 
collecting 
the 
samples 
of 
the 
autumn seeds and fruits for some 
young friends in the city and her 
list grew apace. By the time we 
started up out of Copper Mine 
Hollow she had specimens of stag- 
horn 
sumac, 
button 
bush, 
fish 
berry, wafer ash, burr oak, paw 
paw, wild grape, horse gentian, 
hazelnut, walnut, gray-leaver dog­ 
wood, sycamore, hawthorn, blue 
ash, black locust, milkweed, Vir­ 
ginia 
creeper 
and 
a 
half-dozen 
more— all of them in the fruit or 
seed-bearing form. I expect that 
some botany class will be stumped 
by such a treasure trove of speci­ 
mens. 
We’d have liked to stay over­ 
night at Van Buren and spent an­ 
other 
day 
exploring 
the 
back- 
country hollows with Ben and Ed 
and Roy, but duty called us home. 
And some of the views as we came 
along 
were 
nothing 
short 
of 
breath-taking. There’s one as you 
come over a hilltop north of Cen­ 
terville, near the entrance of the 
old 
Low 
Gap 
Wildlife 
Refuge, 
where 
it 
seems 
as 
though 
the 
whole Ozark range was spread out 
in review. Still another spectacuar 
one is from a hilltop east of Les­ 
terville, where the real m a je s t y of 
the St. Francois hills rises ahead, 
with Hogan Mountain and Tip Top 
and Taum Sauk far off to north­ 
ward. 
Dusk was Jailing as we drove 
north out of Ironton, and by the 
time we came to Belleview Valley 
a new’ moon was dropping down 
the western sky. Chipper and Mike 
came out to greet us, and old 
Veronica. We hurried to unpack 
the car and carry in our baskets. 
A note from Perry on the kitchen 
table said “All well, everything 
fed.” So we knew there’d been no 
disasters w’hile we player hookey, 
disasters while we played hookey, 
have to work doubly hard to catch 
up. this we can say with certainty. 
Our Ozarks are going to outdo 
themselves this year in autumn 
beauty. Already the color is far 
enough along to make a trip worth 
w’hile, and some time within the 
next two weeks will probably see 
the peak. So now is the time to 
plan that jaunt into the country­ 


side, even though you must liter­ 
ally steal the time to do it. for 
this particular autumn will never 
come again.

Care of the eyes, stiould begin 
early in life. The child who gets 
regular physical examinations, in­ 
cluding checkup on his eyes, has 
the best chance of having any pos­ 
sible eye defects detected early. 
Parents should be on the alert for 
any signs of sight imperfections in 
a child. Crossed eyes, 
continual 
squinting, chronically red or w a­ 
tering eyes, blinking or scowling, 
mean something is wrong, and the 
child should be brought to the 
doctor with out delay. 
Ideally, every child should have 
a complete physical checkup which 
includes thorough eye examination 
before he starts his school life. If 
a child has begun school without 
it, however, he should get a medi­ 
cal checkup on his eyes as soon 
as possible. The child’s happiness 
and progress in school depend as 
much on good eyesight as they do 
on intelligence and study. Sight 
defects found at this time, m ore­ 
over, can be more easily corrected 
than if discovered at a later date. 
It is estimated that more than 
75 per cent of adults and children 
in this country are suffering from 
some form of 
defective 
vision. 
Some of these cases are serious 
enough to require hospital care 
and surgery, but most of those who 
suffer from 
sight 
imperfections 
have common eye defects which 
could be corrected by the proper 
eyeglasses. 
Many eye defects are neglected 
simply because those who have 
I them fail to get a medical check 
| on their eyes. But too m any peo- 
| pie know they need eyeglasses and 
refuse to get or w ear them through 
false economy or 
vanity. 
Eye­ 
glasses are no longer prohibitive 
in cost, and getting them at the 
; right time may save much suffer­ 
ing and expens’e later on. Modern

Possum Trot Farm 
Picnicking Beside 
Big Pond at Dusk 


By Leonard Hall 
This October w eather is far too 
fine for indoor eating; and Cinnie, 
who will picnic at the drop of a 
hat, keeps her baskets perm anent­ 
ly packed for meals out-of-doors. 
Old 
Mike 
and 
Chipper, 
which 
would no more miss one of these 
jaunts than we would, spend half 
their time sitting patiently beside 
the car lest we go w ithout them. 
The days have grown shorter, so 
that we must get away by five 
o’clock if we don’t w ant to find 
ourselves dining in the dark. And 
no m atter how carefully we plan, 
it seems that we have enough gear 
for an African safari, each time 
we set out to broil a steak over an 
open fire. The fact that the picnic 
is for two people, is held on our 
own property, and generally no 
more than a half-m ile from the 
house, makes no difference w hat­ 
ever. There are still the aluminum 
cooking bag, the camp ax, a small 
grill, a bit of dry kindling and sack 
of charcoal, the w ater jug, three 
baskets, the tackle box, a pair of 
fishing rods, extra jackets against 
the evening chill, and even a gun 
which is always taken along but 
never removed from its case. And 
we generally forget the salt or 
some equally im portant item. 
There are a dozen favorite spots 
for outdoor eating scattered about 
the farm and each has much to 
recommend 
it. 
Yet 
on 
these 


can 
be 
symptoms 
of 
serious 
trouble in other parts of the body, 
as well as of the organ of vision. 
Even if 
there 
is no 
obvious 
trouble with the eyes, a person 
should play safe and have his eyes 
checked at least once every two 
years by the doctor 
or an rye 
specialist whom he recommends. 


I autumn evenings the Big Pond 
gets 
first choice. It 
is isolated 
enough from house and road so 
that we know we’ll not be inter­ 
rupted. We’ve accumulated some 
p i c n i c 
furniture 
there 
which 
makes for comfort. Firewood is 
handy from the brushpiles in a 
nearby field. And finally, if the 
spirit moves us, we can go a’fish- 
ing. 
Whether we catch fish or not, 
the pond at dusk has a charm 
which never fails. Often as we 
drive up and park, a dozen wild 
ducks take to the air in a great 
flurry of wings, to come to rest 
on the small pond, in the trees, 
a few hundred yards away. High 
above the creek, we see handsome 
pair of osprey which have taken 
up residence in the valley. Mead- 
owlarks rise in their short, flut­ 
tering flight and sing as though 
it were spring. And Mike, making 
a round of the field nearby, finds 
a covey of quail just big enough 
to fly strongly. 
On several evenings lately w e’ve 
watched the same big black and 
yellow garden spider spinning its 
web from 
the branches of the 
laurel oak above our heads and it 
seems not at all perturbed by our 
presence or the dancing light of 
the fire. Though they are classed 
among the lower orders of living 
creatures, the spiders are interest­ 
ing both in their habits and their 
infinite varity. Entirely aside from 
their miraculous web-spinping a- 
bility, they offer illustrations of 
the way in which Nature provides 
.for even her humblest children. 
There is, for example, the little 
triangular spider whose web you 
must constantly brush aside if you 
are abroad in the woods these 
early mornings. This fellow keeps 


hold of one especially long strand 
and, when a victim becomes en­ 
tangled in the web, lets go this 
with a sharp snap to wrap the prey 
securely in its meshes. 
The black widow is the only 
poisonous mem ber of the family, 
while most of the others are useful 
to man as insect eaters. Yet this 
( trait can be carried too far, as with 
I one yellow spider which lives on 
the goldenrod and destroys many 
honeybees at 
this seasons. The 
w ater 
spider 
known 
as 
“dolo- 
I medes” is a strong swimmer. It 
1 builds small rafts on which it 
floats along to dash out at its prey 
and has been known to capture 
and drag out to the land small 
fishes of several times its own 
weight. 
Most spiders have the character­ 
istic of moulting or skin-shedding; 
the process by which they grow to 
larger size. The number of times 
a spider sheds its skin is governed 
by the ultimate size of the p ar­ 
ticular species and will vary from 
four to 20. The moult also enables 
the spider to replace legs which 
may have been lost by accident, 
as new legs grow under the old 
skin up until maturity. After this, 
however, no legs can be grown. 
Scientists have done a great deal 
of experim enting on the sense- 
organs of spiders and have learned 
much about their sight and ability 
to taste and smell; although the 
way in which the organs Junction 
differs widely from the sensory 
functioning of hum ans and other 
higher animals. 
It is surprising, when one con­ 
siders the vast am ount of obser­ 
vation done in the laboratory on 
the rat, guinea pig, frog and a 
hundred other creatures, how little 
scientific attention has been given 
to the behavior of our larger farm 
animals. And the reason for this 
is undoubtedly tied up with the 
age of agriculture as a calling.

demonstrated. Cattle, being rumi- 
ants, spend between seven and 
eight hours out of each 24 in graz­ 
ing; and the rest of the time in 
resting and chewing the cud. This 
times schedule applies whether the 
pasture is good, bad or indifferent, 
so that there can be a tremendous 
variation in the am ount oX forage 
consumed. And w hat actually hap­ 
pens is that a m ature cow on good, 
dense pasture about six inches 
in height eats 150 pounds a day; 
while if this forage is either short 
and thin or very tall and mature, 
the am ount eaten will drop to as 
low as 50 pounds. This can m ake 
the difference between a gain in 
weight of two pounds a day and

calf and barely enough to keep the 
calf from starving.

We’d have liked to stay over­

Still another spectacuar 
one is from a hilltop east of Les­ 
terville, where the real majesty of 
the St. Francois hills rises ahead, 
with Hogan Mountain and Tip Top 
and Taum Sauk far off to north­ 
ward.

Egg cleaners, for example. They 
either dry clean or wash eggs.

Consist­ 
ing largely of lamp bulbs enclosed 
in a convenient fixture, they

Safeguarding Sight 


T he eyes are delicate and com ­ 
plex, but h ard -w o rk in g organs of 
the body which can serve us well 
throughout life if w e give th em a 
little care. 
C are o.f the eyes, siiould begin 
early in life. T he child w ho gets 
reg u lar physical exam inations, in ­ 
cluding checkup on his eyes, has 
the best chance of having any pos­ 
sible eye defects detected early. 
P aren ts should be on the alert for 
any signs of sight im perfections in 
a child. Crossed eyes, 
continual 
squinting, chronically red or w a ­ 
tering eyes, blinking or scowling, 
m ean som ething is wrong, and the 
child should be brought to th e 
doctor w ith out delay. 
Ideally, every child should have 
a com plete physical checkup which 
includes thorough eye exam ination 
before he starts his school life. If 
a child has begun school w ithout 
it, how ever, he should get a m ed i­ 
cal checkup on his eyes as soon 
as possible. The child’s happiness 
and progress in school depend as 
m uch on good eyesight as they do 
on intelligence and study. Sight 
defects found at this time, m o re­ 
over, can be m ore easily corrected 
than if discovered at a later date. 
It is estim ated th a t m ore than 
75 per cent of adults and children 
in this country are suffering from 
som e form of 
defective 
vision. 
Som e of these cases are serious 
enough to req u ire hospital care 
and surgery, but m ost of those who 
suffer from 
sight 
im perfections 
have com m on eye defects w hich 
could be corrected by the proper 
eyeglasses. 
M any eye defects arc neglected 
sim ply because those w ho have 
them fail to get a m edical check 
on th eir eyes. B ut too m any peo­ 
ple know they need eyeglasses and 
refuse to get or w ear them through 
false econom y or 
vanity. 
Eye­ 
glasses are no longer prohibitive 
, in cost, and getting them at the 
right tim e m ay save m uch su ffe r­ 
ing and expens'e later on.

A long step in the goal toward 
increasing the flow of scrap would 
be assured if each farmer sold 
only a few pounds of iron and 
steel scrap for each acre of farm 
land he operates. Worn-out parts 
of tractors, cultivators or othei 
implements and discarded tools 
are among the items needed. 
The total consumption of scrap 
in the first half of this year was 
about 20 per cent higher than in 
the same part of last year. In June 
1951, supplies at some steel plants 
declined to only a few days’ re­ 
serves. 
W ith winter coming on, when 
scrap is more difficult to find, and 
with steel capacity scheduled to 
be sharply increased, the situa­ 
tion is truly critical, according to 
the committee. More scrap must 
be obtained from farms in order 
to make more steel!

Some knowing smiles are showing 
through the tan of Southern farmers 
these day,. They're thinking about 
the coming winter and their fellow 
farmers up North. Perhaps, they’ve 
even heard stories about the present 
"crop” of Woolly Bear caterpillars.

Those in New York state, who know, 
•ay that the ‘‘fur” on these little 
creatures is heavier than usual. That 
can mean only one thing—’tis said—a 
tough winter ahead. 
What to do about it?—up North, 
that is. Some precautions already 
have been taken, no doubt, by those 
who live above the Mason-Dixon 


Line. Furnaces and stoves have been 
inspected: drafts around doors, win­ 
dows and 
foundations have been 
eliminated, and freezers have been 
filled with those things people like 
to eat in the winter—or summer, for 
that matter. 
On the production front, however, 
snow, ice and sub-zero weather de­ 
mands more strenuous action. In this 
respect, electricity can prove a boon 
companion. For example— 
Heating cable and electric heating 
tape can be attached to exposed pipes 
and connections to protect pressure 
water systems from freezing. Ther­ 
mostats. located at the coldest spot 
in the line, will prove invaluable in 
accomplishing this purpose. Stock 
watering problems may be solved in 
two ways—through use of immersion 
heaters or de-icers. The first device 
keeps all of the water free of ice; 
the second floats on the surface and 
provides stock with an open, all- 
weather drinking hole. 
Small water warmers 
will keep 
poultry drinking troughs and foun­ 
tains in operations throughout the 
winter. Satisfactory results also have 
been obtained in some mid-western 
states by locating one or more heat 
lamps over poultry waterers. Electric 
space heaters will help make the 
milk house comfortable. If additional 
warmth is required, try locating a 
bank of heat lamps over work area*. 
In a few areas, milk houses are being 
heated by milk coolers converted into 
heat pumps, or by rigging a small 
hot water radiator to the tops of pres­ 
sure type water heaters. Electric ven­ 
tilation systems, too, lend a helping 
hand in winter. Their use prevents 
excessive moisture from damaging 
buildings and prevents sudden tem­ 
perature changes. All of which shows 
what can be done when kilowatts are 
applied to the farmer’s winter prob­ 
lems.

There’s a golden haze across the 
hills, 
these 
October afternoons, 
and a lazy wind out of the south 
which is as hard to resist as the 
softness of 
an 
April 
morning. 
Makes a fellow wish he was a boy 
again and going to country school, 
so’s he could play hookey for just 
one day to go hazelnut picking, 
even though he knew a trip to the 
woodshed was waiting when he 
got home. And the wish being 
father to the action, we did play 
hookey one day last week to go 
hazelnutting, and came home with 
a sackful. 
Business called us down to Van 
Buren in Carter county and we 
decided to combine this with an 
expedition we’d long been promis­ 
ing to make with our friend Ben 
Davis to see his beautiful spring, 
away down in Copper Mine Hol­ 
low. We got away early, after 
Perry and I had checked the calves 
and found all well, and headed 
down Highway 21 with our usual 
load of picnic gear. Every mile 
along the road confirmed our pre­ 
diction that this will be as spec­ 
tacular an autumn as the Ozark 
have ever known. 
Each morning — one might al­ 
most say each hour — finds the 
color more brilliant and varied. It 
starts first in the valleys and along 
the little streams, with the deep 
red of dogwood blending with the 
yellow and scarlet of sassafras, 
sumac and sycamore. The tops of 
the sugar maples are starting to 
turn crimson and gold, while up 
on the hillsides yellow hickories 
flame like candles and the black 
gum is ablaze. 
Our route lay down through 
Ironton and Lesterville, across the 
three forks of the Black river, and 
on through Centerville and Elling­ 
ton. A two-hour run found us in 
Van Buren where Ben was waiting 
at his Rose Cliff Hotel with Ed 
Glaser and Roy Dekler, foresters 
for the Conservation Commission. 
As soon as we’d exchanged greet­ 
ings, we headed north and east, 
again, up 
Highway 60, turned 
south on the Doniphan road as 
far as the little town of Hunter, 
and then struck out across country. 
For a mile or two we followed the 
old railroad right - of - way, then 
parked 
our 
car 
and 
climbed 
aboard the forester’s jeep for the 
remainder of the journey. 
Sometimes our trail followed the 
high embankment of the railway, 
from which the rails and crossties 
were long ago removed. Some­ 
times it dropped off to follow the 
gravelly 
bed 
of 
Copper 
Mine 
spring branch. And after perhaps 
three miles which seemed like a 
dozen, we arrived at our destina­ 
tion. Here, under Copper Mine 
Mountain, a crystal-clear spring 
came bubbling out from among 
huge, tumbled limestone boulders 
to go singing down to Current 
river, a little more than a mile 
away. It was noon by this time, 
so the boys made a fire and Ginnie 
unpacked her picnic baskets. 
After lunch the foresters went 
off on a surveying trip, for Ben 
has put his acreage under state 
supervision as forest crop land. 
And after we’d relaxed a while 
in the shade, Ginnie and Ben and 
I hiked down the hollow, carrying 
along a couple of sacks in hopes 
of finding hazelnuts. Nor did we 
look in vain, for the spring branch 
and the old railway embankment 
were lined with bushes, bent with 


the heaviness of their clusters of 
nuts. 
Ben is especially interested in 
the black walnuts which grow 
along his valley and hopes, as time 
goes by, to improve the quality of 
these by planting better varieties 
and perhaps by grafting scions of 
improved wood to the wild stock. 
We found other interesting wild 
fruits as we went along: vines 
loaded with big clusters of un­ 
usually luscious grapes, and a I 
grove of young persimmon trees 
with odd, elongated, acorn-shaped 
persimmons that were sweet as 
sugar. 
Ginnie had a special errand of 
collecting 
the 
samples 
of 
the 
autumn seeds and fruits for some 
young .friends in the city and her 
list grew apace. By the time we 
started up out of Copper Mine 
Hollow she had specimens of stag- 
horn sumac, 
button bush, fish 
berry, wafer ash, burr oak, paw 
paw, wild grape, horse gentian, 
hazelnut, walnut, gray-leaver dog­ 
wood, sycamore, hawthorn, blue 
ash, black locust, milkweed, Vir­ 
ginia creeper and a half-dozen 
more—all of them in the fruit or 
seed-bearing form. I expect that 
some botany class will be stumped 
by such a treasure trove of speci­ 
mens. 
We’d have liked to stay over­ 
night at Van Buren and spent an­ 
other day exploring the back­ 
country hollows with Ben and Ed 
and Roy, but duty called us home. 
And some of the views as we came 
along 
were 
nothing 
short 
of 
breath-taking. There’s one as you 
come over a hilltop north of Cen­ 
terville, near the entrance of the 
old Low Gap Wildlife Refuge, 
where it seems as though the 
whole Ozark range was spread out 
in review. Still another spectacuar 
one is from a hilltop east of Les- 
terviMe, where the real majesty of 
the St. Francois hills rises ahead, 
with Hogan Mountain and Tip Top 
and Taum Sauk far off to north­ 
ward. 
Dusk was Jailing as we drove 
north out of Ironton, and by the 
time we came to Belleview Valley 
a new moon was dropping down 
the western sky. Chipper and Mike 
came out to greet us, and old 
Veronica. We hurried to unpack 
the car and carry in our baskets. 
A note from Perry on the kitchen 
table paid “All well, everything 
fed.” So we knew there’d been no 
disasters while we player hookey, 
disasters while we played hookey, 
have to work doubly hard to catch 
up. this we can say with certainty. 
Our Ozarks are going to outdo 
themselves this year in autum n 
beauty. Already the color is far 
enough along to make a trip worth 
while, and some time within the 
next two weeks will probably see 
the peak. So now is the time to 
plan that jaunt into the country-

Over the years electrical equip­ 
ment has become available to clean, 
grade and cool eggs; to ventilate 
poultry houses, supply feed and wa­ 
ter automatically; to incubate eggs 
and brood chicks, to remove feathers, 
and to do a number of other chores 
which formerly required many hours 
of tedious hand labor. 
Let’s look at just a few of these 
devices: 


Egg cleaners, for example. They 
cither dry clean or wash eggs. The 
simplest type of cleaner consists of 
an abrasive wheel or buffer attached 
to the shaft of a small electric motor. 
With it a man can clean from 15 to 
20 dozen eggs an hour. Larger “ dry 
cleaners" can clean up to 1800 eggs 
an hour. Such devices use from Vs 
to 
kilowatt hours of power (kwhr) 
per ease of eggs Egg washers oper­ 
ate in tw 
ways: they either wash 
and dry the eggs, or simply wash 
them. The first type uses from I to 
l ’i kwhr for each cane of eggs 
cleaned. The “ wash only" models con­ 
sume about 
*2 kwhr for each IO 
cases. 
Mechanical egg graders. like clean­ 
ers and washers, save considerable 
time and effort They enable farm­ 
ers to sort eggs, by grade, much 
faster than can be done by hand. 
Some have candlers built into them, 
thus eliminating an extra chore. The 
average grader uses about I kwhr for 
each IOO cases of eggs graded. Can­ 
dlers, as every farmer knows, direct 
a concentrated beam of light through 
the egg, thus providing a look into 
the egg’s "inner qualities.” Consist­ 
ing largely of lamp bulbs enclosed 
in a convenient fixture, they use 
from ti, to tfj kwhr for each case of 
eggs candled. 
Egg coolers are of various types, 
ranging from a fan-ventilated base­ 
ment room to walk-in cooler. Some, 
particularly the evaporative types, 
are manufactured1 others are built 
on the farm from plans provided by 
State Extension Services. To prevent 
deterioration, eggs must be cooled to 
about 50 degrees within 24 hours 
after being gathered. During on-farm 
storage periods, they should be kept 
in a cold, moist room where the tem­ 
perature is between 50 and 65 de­ 
grees, and the relative humidity 75 
percent, or somewhat higher.

The eyes are delicate and com ­ 
plex, but hard-w orking organs of 
the body w hich can serve us w ell 
throughout life if w e give them a 
little care. 


Care of the eyes. should begin 
early in life. The child w ho gets 
regular physical exam inations, in­ 
cluding checkup on his eyes, has 
the best chance of having any pos­ 
sible eye defects detected early. 
Parents should be on the alert for 
any signs of sight im perfections in 
a child. Crossed eyes,

Ideally, every child should have 
a com plete physical checkup which 
includes thorough eye exam ination 
before he starts his school life. If 
a child has begun school w ithout 
it, how ever, he should get a m edi­ 
cal checkup on his eyes as soon 
as possible. The child’s happiness 
and progress in school depend as 
much on good eyesight as they do 
on intelligence and study. Sight 
defects found at this tim e, m ore­ 
over, can be more easily corrected 
than if discovered at a later date. 
It is estim ated that m ore than 
75 per cent of adults and children 
in this country are suffering from 
som e form of 
defective 
vision. 
Som e of these cases are serious 
enough to require hospital care 
and surgery, but most of those w ho 
suffer from 
sight 
im perfections 
have com m on eye defects w hich 
could be corrected by the proper 
eyeglasses. 
Many eye defects are neglected 
sim ply because those w ho have 
them fail to get a m edical check 
on their eyes. But too m any peo­ 
ple know they need eyeglasses and 
refuse to get or wear them through 
false econom y or 
vanity.

This October w eather is far too 
fine for indoor eating; and G innie, 
who w ill picnic at the drop of a 
hat, keeps her baskets perm anent­ 
ly packed for m eals out-of-doors.

High 
above the creek, w e see handsom e 
pair of osprey w hich have taken 
up residence in the valley. M ead­ 
o w la r k s rise in their short, flu t­ 
tering flight and sing as though 
it w’ere spring. And Mike, m aking 
a round of the field nearby, finds 
a covey of quail just big enough 
| to fly strongly. 
On several evenings lately w e’ve 
watched the sam e big black and 
yellow garden spider spinning its 
web from 
the branches of the 
laurel oak above our heads and it 
seem s not at all perturbed by our 
presence or the dancing light of 
the fire. Though they are classed 
among the low er orders of living 
creatures, the spiders are interest­ 
ing both in their habits and their 
infinite varitv. Entirely aside from 
their m iraculous w eb-spinping a- 
bility, they offer illustrations of 
the way in w hich N ature provides 
.for even her hum blest children. 
There is, for exam ple, the little 
triangular spider w hose w eb you 
must constantly brush aside if you 
are abroad 
in the woods these 
early mornings. This fellow keeps 


hold of one especially long strand 
and, w hen a victim becomes en ­ 
tangled in the wreb, lets go this 
w ith a sharp snap to wrap the prey 
securely in its m eshes. 
T he black w idow is the only 
poisonous m em ber of the fam ily, 
w hile m ost of the others are useful 
to man as insect eaters. Yet this 
trait can bo carried too far, as with 
one yellow spider which lives on 
the goldenrod and destroys m any 
honeybees 
at 
this 
seasons. 
The

spider 
known 
as 
“dolo- 
m edes” is a strong- swim m er, It 
builds sm all 
rafts on 
which 
it 
floats along to dash out at its prey 
and has been know’n to capture 
and drag out to the land sm all 
fish es of several tim es its own 
w eight. 
Most spiders have the character­ 
istic of m oulting or skin-shedding; 
the process by which they grow to 
larger size. The num ber of tim es 
a spider sheds its skin is governed 
by the ultim ate size of the par­ 
ticular species and w ill vary from 
four to 20. The m oult also enables 
the spider to replace legs which 
m ay have been lost by accident, 
as new legs grow under the old 
skin up until m aturity. After this, 
how’cver, no legs can be grown. 
Scientists have done a great deal 
of experim enting on the sense- 
organs of spiders and have learned 
much about their sight and ability 
to taste and sm ell; although the 
w ay in w hich the organs Junction 
differs w id ely from the sensory 
functioning of hum ans and other 
higher anim als. 
It is surprising, w hen one con­ 
siders the vast am ount of obser­ 
vation done in the laboratory on 
the rat, guinea pig, frog and a 
hundred other creatures, how little 
scientific attention has been given 
to the behavior of our larger farm 
anim als. And the reason for this 
is undoubtedly tied up w ith the 
age of agriculture as a calling. The 
accum ulated wisdom of centuries 
w ould seem to m ake such studies 
unnecessary; 
yet 
only 
recently 
h ave w’c tired to find out such 


sim ple things as the exact w ay in 
w hich a cow spends its days and 
nights under varying conditions. 
W e’ve alw ays m anaged our graz­ 
ing and planned the rations for 
our anim als m ore in accordance 
with the w ay w e thought they 
ought to behave and eat, than the 
i w ay they actually do behave arui 
1 eat. L ately this m atter has receiv­ 
ed

attention;

Just how im portant the length 
and quality of pasture can be in 
m anaging a beef herd is readily 
dem onstrated. C attle, being rum i- 
ants, spend 
betw een 
seven and 
eight hours out of each 24 in graz­ 
ing; and the rest of th e tim e in 
resting and chew ing the cud. This 
tim es schedule applies w hether the 
pasture is good, bad or indifferent, 
so that there can be a trem endous 
variation in the am ount of forage 
consum ed. And w hat actually hap­ 
pens is that a m ature cow on good, 
dense pasture about six inches 
in height eats 150 pounds a day; 
w hile if this forage is either short 
and thin or very tall and mature, 
the am ount eaten w ill drop to as 
low as 50 pounds. T his can m ake 
the difference betw een a gain in 
weight of two pounds a day and

calf and barely enough to keep the 
calf from starving. T his is just 
another of the things that m ake 
farm ing more com plicated than it 
seem s at first glance.

In 1945, when the revised Mis­ 
souri constitution went to the vot­ 
ers it was hailed as a pattern for 
reorganized and efficient govern­ 
ment.

But, more important, 
it permitted almost unlimited pro­ 
gress.

We can see a developing issue of 
the kind to catch the attention 
of the whole state. Missouri was 
led to believe that the revised con­ 
stitution would bring about re­ 
organization to give better govern­ 
ment at a saving measured in the 
millions of dollars. The state has 
the general framew’ork that is ab­ 
solutely required, but there prog­ 
ress has seemed to stop. 
There is a whale of difference 
between meeting the letter of thej 
constitution 
and

“ How much scrap is there on 
your farm?” asks the Committee. 
“Whatever the amount, it is badly 
needed.

At the first opportunity, get that 
scrap together. Take it to town 
and sell it to your scrap dealer. 
Or call him to your farm. If that 
cannot be worked out, ask the lo­

be moved.” 
A long step in the goal toward 
increasing the flow* of scrap would 
be assured if each farmer sold 
only a few pounds of iron and 
steel scrap for each acre of farm 
land he operates.

The total consumption of scrap 
in the first half of this year was 
about 20 per cent higher than in 
the same part of last year. In June 
1951, supplies at some steel plants 
declined to only a few days’ re­ 
serves. 
With winter coming on, w’hen 
scrap is more difficult to find, and 
with steel capacity scheduled to 
be sharply increased, the situa­ 
tion is truly critical, according to 
the committee.

They're thinking about 
the coming winter and their fellow 
farmers up North. Perhaps, they’ve 
even heard stories about the present 
“crop” of Woolly Bear caterpillars. 


Line. Furnaces and stoves have been 
inspected; drafts around doors, win­ 
dows 
and

eliminated, and freezers have been 
filled with those things people like 
to eat in the winter—or summer, for 
that matter. 
On the production front, however, 
snow, ice and sub-zero weather de­ 
mands more strenuous action. In this 
respect, electricity can prove a boon 
companion. For exam ple— 
Heating cable and electric heating 
tape can be attached to exposed pipes 
and connections to protect pressure 
water systems from freezing. Ther­ 
mostats, located at the coldest spot 
in the line, will prove invaluable in 
accomplishing 
this 
purpose. 
Stock 
watering problems may be solved in 
two ways—through use of immersion 
heaters or de-icers. The first device 
keeps all of the water free of ice; 
the second floats on the surface and 
provides stock with an open, all- 
weather drinking hole. 
Small water warmers 
will keep 
poultry drinking troughs and foun­ 
tains in operations throughout the 
winter. Satisfactory results also have 
been obtained in some mid-western 
states by locating one or more heat 
lamps over poultry waterers. Electric 
space heaters w ill help make the 
milk house comfortable. If additional 
warmth is required, try locating a 
bank of heat lamps over work area*. 
In a few areas, milk houses are being 
heated by milk coolers converted into 
heat pumps, or by rigging a small 
hot water radiator to the tops of pres­ 
sure type water heaters. Electric ven­ 
tilation systems, too, lend a helping 
hand in winter. Their use prevents 
excessive moisture from damaging 
buildings and prevents sudden tem ­ 
perature changes. All of which shows 
what can be done when kilowatts are 
applied to the farm er’s winter prob­ 
lems.

Composition is the Answ er 
I 
’M sure you have all seen snap­ 
shots which are technically ex­ 
cellent — clear 
cut, 
well-lighted 
pictures —yet they seemed fright­ 
fully dull. They didn't say a thing. 
They were, in effect, beautiful but 
dumb. 
A really good picture tells a 
itory. And, in order to tell any 
story, a few’ simple facts have to ! 
be put dowm in an orderly fashion. 
Otherwise, our eyes and minds ! 
cannot find the story and the pic­ 
ture has no meaning. 
In wTitmg a story, a waiter puts 
words together to form sentences 
to express a thought, or an idea, I 
or to describe something When an 
artist paints a picture, he arranges 
his pictorial materials, his figures j 
and objects, so that tney mean 
something— so that they say wha! 
he intends them to say 
Now there is no point in pre­ 
tending we are artistic, but we 
ahould be aware of the fact that 
when we make pictures we are 
working with the same things he 
does. Our pictures are dependent 
on the same factors that mane 
sense or nonsense of an artist’s 
work 


The handling of these factors 
comes under the heading of com­ 
position. There is nothing mys­ 
terious about composition. It is 
simply the arrangement of people 
and things within the borders of a 
picture. Composition has its rules 
and principles—but there are only 
tw’o very basic factors with which 
amateur

need 
be 
concerned. 
First of all, any composition that 
makes good sense and tells it3 
story in a straightforward manner 
is probably a good composition 
Secondly, the secret of this “good 
sense” is very often simplicity.
